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COPENHAGEN, May 15.—Christian X. was 
proclaimed king of Denmark from the bal- 
comny of the palace at 5 o'clock this after- 
noon, following the announcement of the 
death of his father in Hamburg. 

The ceremony was held in the presence of 
a huge concourse of people who kad gath- 
ered in the square in front of the royal resi- 


dence. . 8 
The reading of the prociamation was hailed 
with a loud cheer from the enormous crowd. 
Throughout the day the church bells of the 
city tolled. At the palace many telegrams 
of condolence from chiefs of state arrived, 
including one from President Taft. | 
The German emperor is expected to attend 
the funeral ceremony. 
The royal yacht Dannebrog, escorted by a 
Warship, sailed for Lubeck, Germany, this 
morning to embark the body of the king. 
Prince Harald, third son of the late king, 
has left by train for Lubeck, where he. will 
receive the body which is to be coneveye by 
train from Hamburg. 


King Dies Alone in Hamburg. 
HAMBURG. Germany, May. 15.—King 
Frederick VIII. ot Denmark died alone, un- 
accompanied and una tter ded, in the street 
here late last night of apoplexy. 
King Frederick and Queen Louisa, who ar- 
rived here yesterday from Nice under the 
incognito of the Count and Countess of Kron- 
berg. had their three vobngest children. 
Princess Thyra, Prince Gustav, and Princess 
Dagmar, with them. 
The king had been undergoing a course of 
treatment for arterio-sclerosis, with which 
he had been troubled for a considerable time. 
He also suffered from aß attack of in- 
flammation of the lungs, but this had been 


overecme. 
Ween he left the Hamburger Hof after a 
hearty dinner the king strolled toward the 


“* Goose market, one of the principal squares 
in the business section of the city and just 
around the corner from the hotel. A few min- 
utes later some pedestrians saw him fall to 
the sidewalk. He wasdressed in an ordinary 
business suit and appeared to be a well to do 
tradesman. The passersby ran to the spot 
to assiet him, but he was alreedy dead. 
The body was conveyed in an automobile to 
the Sailors’ hospital. The physicians on duty 
on examination found that death had been 
instantaneous. Hee 
There was nothing on the body which af- 
forded a clew to its identification and it was 
placed in the mortuary of the hospital. 


Body Identified at Hospital. 

‘It was much later in the evening that the 
royal suite, which had become anxious ow- 
ing to the king’s absence, heard of the inci- 
dent that hed occurred on the Goose mar- 
ket. As their inquiries in regard to tlie 
King’s movements had up to then proved 
fruitiess-they, together with the proprietor of 
the hotel, proceeded to the hospital to look at

Yesterday he felt 
particularly well and during the day ex- 
pressed joy at his expected return to Copen- 
hagen today. He remarked that he felt re- 
‘freshed and completely restored to health. 


| Frederick a Popular Ruler. 

Frederick VIII. was proclaimed. King of 
Denmark Jan. 20, 1906, after the death of 
_ Christian IX., the aged king. who was dean 
of the crowned heads of Europe, father of 
King George of Greece, of the Queen Mother 
Alexandra of Great Britain, the Empress 
Dowager of Russia, and grandfather of King 
Haakon VII. of Norway. 

Frederick was born at Copenhagen June 3, 
1843. He was as popular with the people of 
Denmark as was his father. By the wishes 
of his parents he was brought up wich great | 
simplicity. Frederick saw hie younger 
brother and his own son become reigning 
monarchs of Greece and Norway respectively 
while he himself was still an heir apparent.

questions, he took an active part in pub- 
ue movements. He was at one tms chan- 
cellor of Copenhagen university and 3 
the Free Masons of Denmark.

ROBBERS OUTWIT HOUNDS. 


Believ d Fou Men Were Implicated in 
Mis:is-ippi Train Loldup. 


Hattiesburg, Miss... May 15 —Posses with 
bloodhounds tonight are continuing. their 
search for two highwermen who robbed the 
express car of the New Orleans-New York 
passenger train No. 2 on the New Orleans 
and Northwestern railroad early teday near 
Okohala, eight miles south of here.

Amount of Loot Unknown.
